Although  faced  with  the  task 
of  getting  a class  of  fifty-two  ready  for  graduation,  she  became  one  of  us 
and  found  a place  in  our  hearts.  I have  mentioned  before  that  the  class 
has  been  noted  for  its  school  spirit,  I should  like  to  tell  of  the  individual 
members  now.  Meredith  Freeman,  our  class  president,  has  been  out- 
standing in  various  school  activities.
